Civil  War  tokens  and  store  cards  are  not  only  enjoyable,  informative  and 
interesting  to  collect,  they  are  perhaps  the  most  underestimated  investment 
in  the  coin  market  today. 

Certainly,  by  minting  standards,  they  are  scarce.  Even  the  most  common 
types  have  mintage  totals  only  in  the  thousands,  and  how  many  of  these 
were  destroyed  in  the  years  following  the  Civil  War?  This  combined  with  the 
general  deterioration  of  soft  metals  over  time  adds  to  their  scarcity. 

As  a life  long  coin  collector,  I have  been  to  hundreds  of  coin  shops  all  over 
the  country  — yet  I rarely  see  Civil  War  tokens  offered  for  sale  in  any  condi- 
tion. 

They  are  so  scarce  that  most  of  the  general  public  does  not  even  know  of 
their  existence.  Yet,  today,  collectors  can  obtain  them  at  antique  and  collec- 
tors shows  and  flea  markets  for  as  little  as  four  dollars  or  less. 

As  time  goes  on,  more  and  more  books,  periodicals  and  articles  on  CWT 
will  be  published.  Collectors  will  become  more  aware  of  our  little  tokens  and 
their  scarcity  and  the  few  that  do  come  on  the  market  will  be  “snatched  up’’ 
at  command  prices.

The  “Not  So 
Good’  ’ Old  Days 


If  you  were  living  in  1934  and  you  wanted  to  make  a few  dollars,  (as  did  al- 
most everyone  who  endured  the  depression)  selling  your  Civil  War  Token 
collection  would  have  been  quite  difficult. 

But  if  you  could  afford  a coin  catalogue  for  the  price  of  $1.00  and  few  peo- 
ple could,  you  could  look  up  the  value  of  your  collection  and  lo  and  behold, 
there  was  someone  who  was  willing  to  purchase  your  collection,  the  flam- 
boyant and  ever  popular  coin  dealer,  B.  Max  Mehl.  This  is  the  person  who 
gave  the  whole  population  an  interest  in  coin  collecting  by  making  many 
types  of  advertising  work  for  him.  This  is  the  person  who  offered  to  pay 
$50.00  for  a 1913  Liberty  nickel.  I remember  looking  through  the  few  nickels 
passing  through  my  hands  for  that  astronomical  sum  that  a “plain  old 
nickel’’  was  worth.  Not  many  people  knew  that  only  5 were  made  and  that  all 
5 were  accounted  for. 

Notice  not  only  the  rather  humorous  ad  on  page  80  pertaining  to  Civil  War 
tokens  and  the  gross  errors  referred  to,  but  at  the  top  of  the  page  is  the  ex- 
ceedingly rare  tail  end  of  the  encased  postage  stamps  and  the  prices,  this 
famous  coin  dealer  was  offering. 

At  a recent  Rose  Bowl  Flea  Market  in  Pasadena,  close  to  my  home  in  Los 
Angeles,  I acquired  this  fantastic  coin  catalogue  for  the  sum  of  $4.00  and 
since  have  received  many  times  that  price  in  laughs.  Isabella  Quarters  were 
30^  to  504,  504  if  B.U.  Pine  Tree  Shillings  $3.00  - $5.00  and  1795  flowing  hair 
dollars  $1.50  - $3.50.  To  Paraphrase  Mel  Brooks,  “If  I collected  coins  instead 
of  stamps  in  the  depression,  I could  have  $20-30  in  my  pocket  now’’.

The  Virtues  of 
Token  Dealers 


Let  us  pause  for  a moment  and  reflect  on  the  many  ways  in  which 
various  dealers  in  Civil  War  tokens  and  other  branches  of  exonumia  have 
positively  influenced  our  individual  pursuits  in  a rapidly  expanding  hobby. 

When  you  first  began  acquiring  Civil  War  tokens,  was  a dealer  instru- 
mental in  that  decision?  The  chances  are  very  good  that  you  answer  is  yes. 
Many  token  and  coin  dealers  have  genuine  nostalgia  for  the  material  they 
handle,  a nostalgia  which  can  easily  rub  off  when  they  respond  to  the  ques- 
tions of  a potential  convert.  In  this  respect,  many  token  dealers  represent  a 
wealth  of  information  on  particular  series  of  exonumia  and  are  usually  very 
willing  to  share  that  knowledge  provided  the  inquirer  uses  some  tact  in  the 
timing  of  questions.  In  the  middle  of  a very  busy  show  is  probably  not  the 
ideal  time  for  a lengthy  conversation  on  Civil  War  die  sinkers,  for  example. 
Ask  that  dealer  when  would  be  a time  most  convenient  for  him  and  he  will 
appreciate  your  request. 

Token  dealers  provide  a valuable  service  to  the  token  collecting  fraternity 
by  being  an  essential  interface  between  sellers  and  buyers.  While  these 
dealers  respond  to  inquiries  from  both  potential  buyers  and  potential  sellers, 
they  must  actively  seek  out  willing  sellers  and  willing  buyers.  Their  stance  is 
definitely  not  a passive  one!  On  the  buying  side,  it  is  largely  thanks  to  the 
ferreting  activities  of  dealers  that  a number  of  important  museum  and  other 
private  token  collections  have  become  available.  On  the  selling  side,  a 
growing  number  of  qualified  dealers  in  exonumia  are  offering  regular  public 
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auctions  of  consigned  and  purchased  material.  Running  a successful  auction 
requires  much  more  than  simply  purchasing  and  securing  consigned  mater- 
ial. For  example,  the  knowledge  requirement  is  great  and  this  knowledge 
often  comes  from  lengthy  exposure  to  a wide  range  of  exonumia  — an  ex- 
posure which  goes  well  beyond  the  written  information  available  in  pub- 
lished exonumia  catalogues  and  journals.  In  a growing  number  of  cases, 
these  auctioneers  are  willing  to  share  at  their  own  expense  some  of  this  ac- 
quired knowledge  in  the  form  of  footnotes  to  auction  lots. 

Dealers  in  exonumia  also  provide  a valuable  network  of  timely  information 
dispersal.  Take  for  example,  the  recent  discovery  of  a hoard  of  T.  Racek, 
Watertown,  Wisconsin  (920M-lb)  Civil  War  store  cards.  Information  on  the 
existance  of  this  hoard  was  rapidly  disseminated  by  a number  of  token 
dealers,  at  their  own  expense. 

Increasingly,  token  dealers  are  able  and  willing  to  assist  the  researcher  in 
obtaining  out-of-print  publications  or  in  getting  in  touch  with  collectors 
having  similar  collecting  and  research  interests.  Token  dealers  are  keenly 
aware  of  the  many  published  information  gaps  in  the  field  of  exonumia  and 
have  on  a number  of  occasions  been  an  important  source  of  encouragement 
underlying  the  publication  of  needed  research.  If  you  are  contemplating 
doing  research  in  some  area  of  Civil  War  tokens  or  other  branch  of  exon- 
umia, but  are  hesitant  to  make  the  leap,  talk  over  your  contemplating  pro- 
ject with  several  dealers.  If  they  can  be  of  help  to  you,  the  odds  are  very 
good  that  they  will  be  of  assistance. 

Some  dealers  in  exonumia  have  taken  time  away  from  their  businesses  to 
author  or  to  offer  major  assistance  in  the  authoring  of  significant  publi- 
cations on  particular  series  of  exonumia.  The  financial  rewards  for  these  ef- 
forts are  minimal.  We  are  all  deeply  indebted  to  those  dealers  for  their  self- 
less contributions  to  expanding  the  body  of  publications  which  are  so  vital 
to  an  appreciation  of  the  historical  significance  of  many  types  of  tokens  and 
to  further  research. 

Token  dealers  have  done  much  to  establish  and  advance  token  societies. 
How  many  of  you  are  aware  that  it  was  a token  dealer  who  took  several  hun- 
dred dollars  from  his  own  pocket  and  gave  it  to  the  Civil  War  Token  Society 
with  no  strings  attached  during  its  first  days  so  that  this  Journal  could 
begin  publication  with  adequate  financial  backing?  How  many  of  you  are 
aware  of  the  many  hours  of  service  donated  by  dealers  as  officers  to  various 
token  societies? 

A resounding  “thank  you”  to  those  many  token  dealers  who  have  so 
materially  aided  in  the  growth  of  Civil  War  token  collecting  and  in  the  ex- 
pansion of  collecting  other  types  of  exonumia.  We  owe  you  much!

Some  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  display  die-cutting  errors  which  have  a 
great  appeal  to  collectors.  Fuld  414  is  probably  the  most  famous  of  the  error 
die  impressions.  It  is  easy  to  understand  how  the  engraver  may  have  remem- 
bered SHOOT,  which  he  had  just  finished  in  the  inscription,  as  he  added 
SPOOT  rather  than  SPOT  to  the  die.

Speculations  About 
Y ankee  Robinson 


Yankee  Robinson  was  a very  successful  carnival  showman  as  evidenced  by 
the  number  and  variety  of  his  tokens.  Based  upon  quantity  estimates  relat- 
ing to  the  Fuld’s  rarity  guide  and  allowing  for  lost  and  destroyed  tokens,  it 
would  not  be  unreasonable  to  assume  that  he  produced  at  least  15,000  to 
20,000  tokens. 

It  could  be  assumed  that  the  common  tokens  were  used  for  admission  to 
shows,  whereas  the  off-metals  were  probably  produced  by  the  die-sinker  as 
collectors  items.  One  exception  would  be  the  NC-20f  struck  over  a liberty 
seated  half  dollar.  Apparently  this  piece  entitled  one  to  attend  multiple 
shows  or  some  combination  of  shows. 

The  overstrike  would  have  been  a convenient  alternative  to  the  production 
of  a special  oversize  planchet  and  dies  for  a multiple  show  token.  It  is  not 
surprising  that  Robinson  would  choose  a larger  denomination  coin  for  a 
higher  value  token,  since  at  that  time  coinage  denominations  were  propor- 
tional to  their  intrinsic  metal  value. 

The  rarity  rating  of  the  NC-20f  is  an  R-8,  indicating  an  estimated  5 to  10  in 
existence.  The  only  NC-20f  I have  encountered  are  the  one  pictured  in  Fuld’s 
reference  work  and  the  one  shown  in  Volume  9 Number  3 of  the  CWTS  Jour- 
nal. Close  analysis  of  the  pictures  show  these  to  be  pictures  of  the  same 
piece. 
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I recently  obtained  the  overstrike  pictured  here  in  a purchase  of  miscellan- 
eous coins  from  the  general  public.  I was  obviously  surprised  to  obtain  the 
piece  in  this  fashion  and  even  more  surprised  to  note  that  the  date  of  the 
piece  was  1853.  The  Fuld  reference  piece  is  an  1854. 

My  speculations  lead  me  to  believe  that  Robinson  or  the  diesinker  were 
not  particular  as  to  the  date  or  variety  of  the  coin  selected,  but  were  con- 
cerned only  with  the  denomination.  If  the  rarity  scale  is  correct,  a number  of 
other  pieces  should  exist  in  addition  to  these  two.  To  evaluate  my  specula- 
tions, I would  appreciate  hearing  from  others  who  have  specimens  of  this 
overstrike  variety  and  I will  be  happy  to  relate  the  results  of  my  survey  in  a 
subsequent  issue. 

Editor's  Note:  A merchant  such  as  Yankee  Robinson  probably  counter- 
stamped  every  half  dollar  he  received  (This  was  obviously  the  admission 
charge  for  his  show).  It  is  probable  that  there  are  quite  a few  C/S  half  dollars 
around.  David  Schenkman  has  one  dated  1843  and  has  had  at  least  four  of 
them  in  the  past  few  years.  An  R-8  rating  is  perhaps  a bit  high.

The  Charnleys  of  Providence 


The  initial  impetus  for  my  writing  this  article  comes  from  a request 
made  to  me  over  three  years  ago  by  Jack  Detwiler.  He  had  written 
asking  me  for  copies  of  pages  in  the  City  Directory  listing  the  Charnleys 
who  lived  in  Providence  during  the  Civil  War.  What  started  out  as  a 
routine  response  to  Jack's  request  led  to  some  fascinating  research  and 
to  the  article  that  follows. 

The  China  and  India  trades  were  an  important  part  of  New  England  com- 
merce in  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Providence,  a shallow  water 
port  at  the  head  of  the  Narragansett  Bay,  was  an  important  port,  where 
coastal  traders  as  well  as  India  merchantmen  often  put  into  port.  The 
waterfront  area  attracted  many  local  businessmen.  It  is  first  noted  in  the 
City  Directory  of  1850  that  Joseph  G.  Charnley  operated  an  “Eating  and 
Refreshment  Saloon”  at  No.  11,  Peck’s  Wharf.  However,  with  the  advent  of 
larger  steam  vessels  requiring  deeper  draft,  Providence  began  to  lose  its 
importance  as  a major  port  to  others  such  as  Newport,  New  York,  and 
Boston. 

Fortunately  for  the  town,  which  was  over  two  hundred  years  old  even  at 
this  time,  the  industrial  base  in  textile  and  jewelry  manufacturing  was  to 
give  Providence  quite  an  economic  boost  by  the  mid-nineteenth  century. 
Downtown  Providence  began  to  grow  both  architecturally  and  economically. 
Cobblestone  streets  began  to  be  laid  out  before  1860,  and  buildings  began  to 
grow  both  in  size  and  in  prominence.  With  the  demand  for  ready-to-wear 
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clothing  and  later  military  clothing  during  the  Civil  War,  this  was  quite  a 
prosperous  time  for  the  area.  Perhaps  sensing  this  shift  away  from  the 
harbor,  Joseph  Charnley  moved  his  business  to  downtown  Providence. 
Here,  in  1851,  he  opened  “Charnley’s  Eating  Saloon”,  at  No.  14  Orange 
Street.  He  was  to  remain  here  for  three  years.  After  a short  stay  on  Ship 
Street,  he  moved  back  in  1856  to  Orange  Street,  at  No.  11.  The  business, 
first  listed  in  city  directories  as  a “Billiard  Saloon”  and  later  on  as  an 
“Oyster  and  Refreshment  Saloon”,  was  to  remain  at  this  location  for  some 
twenty  years,  well  beyond  the  end  of  the  Civil  War. 

In  1859,  three  years  after  opening  at  his  new  address,  Joseph  was  joined  in 
the  business  by  his  29  year  old  son,  William  H.  Charnley.  The  two  continued 
in  business  together  until  1862,  when  the  elder  Charnley  died.  The  following 
year,  William  commissioned  a die  sinker  to  manufacture  a group  of  tokens 
which  are  now  known  as  the  R.I.  700  C series.  This  token  series  has  more 
varieties,  39,  than  any  other  R.I.  token  merchant’s  group.  However,  only 
one  variety,  700  C-3a,  is  of  lesser  rarity  than  R-7. 

William  Charnley  operated  his  saloon  at  11  Orange  Street  for  nearly 
twenty  years,  until  1876,  when  it  was  no  longer  listed  as  a business  in  the 
Providence  City  Directory.  Mr.  Charnley  continued  to  live  in  Providence 
until  his  death  at  age  75,  on  March  18,  1904.  A rather  prominent  obituary  in 
the  Providence  Journal  reads  in  part  as  follows:  “William  Henry  Charnley,  a 
well-known  citizen,  died  at  his  home  after  a long  illness.  Mr.  Charnley  was 
born  in  Taunton,  Mass.,  but  lived  in  this  city  since  childhood.  Being  a large 
property  owner,  he  always  took  a great  interest  in  civic  improvements,  and 
it  was  largely  through  his  efforts  that  the  improvements  in  Abbott  Park 
were  carried  out,  including  the  placing  of  the  fountain  there. 

Although  he  never  held  any  political  positions,  he  was  a strong  Republican 
and  always  supported  the  party,  although  in  an  unpretentious  way.  Three 
half  sisters  in  this  city  and  a sister  in  Mississippi  survive  Mr.  Charnley.  He 
was  never  married.” 

Mr.  Charnley’s  half-sisters,  Isabelle,  Mary,  and  Annie,  lived  together  at 
the  same  address  as  did  William,  on  Abbott  Park  Place.  The  three  sisters, 
like  their  half-brother,  apparently  were  never  married.  Annie  died  in  1915 
and  Mary  twelve  years  later,  in  1927.  In  that  year  Isabelle  “removed  to 
Pawtuxet”,  a Providence  suburb,  from  Abbott  Park  Place,  where  they  had 
lived  for  fifty  years.  At  that  point,  further  information  about  the  family 
became  unlisted,  thwarting  this  writer’s  attempts  to  find  further  informa- 
tion about  the  merchant  who  had  opened  an  oyster  and  refreshment  saloon 
in  Providence  some  sixty  years  earlier. 

Postscript 

In  the  course  of  doing  research  on  the  Charnley  family,  I had  the  good 
fortune  to  discover  information  about  another  Providence  gentleman  who 
was  listed  in  the  1863  City  Directory  as  a “Diecutter”.  The  identity  of  this

Around  February  1 Jack  Detwiler  and  Benj.  Fauver  refunded  all  the 
money  for  the  approximately  350  orders  of  the  Patriotic  Catalog.  Jack  wrote 
a letter  of  explanation  for  the  refund  — the  estimated  completion  date  for 
the  catalog  was  too  far  into  the  future  to  justify  holding  the  advance  orders 
any  longer. 

Progress  (dated  March  27,  1981)  is  still  very  slow  with  the  publisher.  All 
18  sections  of  Part  I,  Catalog,  are  typeset,  but  eight  require  extensive  cor- 
rections before  they  are  ready  for  paste-up.  Paste-up  of  the  pages  are  com- 
plete for  eight  of  the  18  sections,  but  none  are  complete  (camera  ready).  Part 
II,  Die-a-grams,  remains  to  be  done. 

The  publisher  has  offered  to  reduce  his  bid  by  $750.00  if  Jack  Detwiler  can 
find  someone  in  his  locality  to  paste-up  the  Die-a-grams.  Jack  is  exploring 
this  possibility.

Independent  of  the  object  of  this  Fair,  the  managers  have  made  every 
exertion  to  have  the  entertainment  agreeable  and  attractive,  and  no  extor- 
tion will  be  practiced  in  the  sale  of  articles.

Scrip  Mates 


This  is  a follow  up  article  to  “Private  Scrip  — Blood  Brothers  to  Civil  War 
Tokens”  which  appeared  in  the  Winter  1979  issue  of  the  Copperhead 
Courrier.  This  article  does  nothing  more  than  to  match  up  issuers  of  Civil 
War  storecards  to  scrip  which  they  also  used  as  emergency  money. 
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I have  been  earnestly  trying  to  assemble  a collection  of  Civil  War  token  is- 
suers who  also  issued  scrip.  My  “Scrip  Mates”  collection  now  numbers 
seven,  and  growing  very  slowly.  It  should  be  stated  for  the  record  that  the 
study  of  scrip  is  a sadly  neglected  field  and  there  are  so  many  gaps  in  our 
knowledge  of  this  subject  that  one  is  forced  to  learn  while  he  looks  for  speci- 
mens. The  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors  has  printed  some  excellent 
books  on  a state  by  state  basis,  and  is  still  in  the  process  of  printing  new 
books.  Also  there  is  the  old  standby,  Criswell’s  “ North  American  Currency.  ” 
Nevertheless,  one  finds  many  pieces  of  unlisted  scrip,  and  new 
varieties/surfacing  all  the  time.  Hopefully  some  of  you  token  collectors  will 
be  on  the  lookout  for  additional  pieces  of  scrip  and  will  add  to  our  meager 
fund  of  knowledge. 

To  help  in  the  study  of  scrip,  I have  devised  an  outline,  which  will  help 
us  to  analyze  and  study  scrip,  more  carefully.  I will  include  my  outline  as 
follows  and  make  comments  to  clarify  specific  points  as  well  as  share  some 
of  my  feelings  on  the  subject.

17.  Pertinent  comments:  

1.  An  issued  note  is  one  that  was  fully  “completed”  and  circulated  as  cur- 
rency. One  does  find  quantities  of  scrip  that  was  unused  and  remains 
with  us  today,  just  as  they  came  from  the  printers.  I prefer  issued 
scrip,  even  badly  used  scrip,  over  unissued  notes,  contrary  to  our  pre- 
sent grading  system.  Unissued  notes  are  not  handwritten  & com- 
plete. 

2.  Issuer  refers  to  the  person,  concern,  city,  bank,  etc,  who  had  the  scrip 
manufactured. 

3.  Place  of  issue  refers  to  the  address  of  the  issuer.  Only  large  cities 
will  have  addresses  listed.  Sometimes,  City  and  State  are  not  mentioned 
or  just  the  city,  not  the  state,  or  vice  versa.  A note  from  Portsmouth 
in  my  collection  comes  from  Virginia,  not  New  Hampshire,  as  I had  pre- 
sumed. 

4.  Most  notes  have  the  date  of  issue.  Sometimes  the  date  is  part  of  the 
original  printing,  oftentimes,  it  is  handwritten  on  the  scrip,  along  with 
the  numbering  sequence. 

5.  The  amount  of  the  note  almost  without  exception  is  part  of  the  original 
printing.  This,  no  doubt  hinders  counterfeiting  or  changing  amounts  by 
unscrupulous  individuals. 

6.  How  redeemed  is  in  itself  a most  interesting  concept.  Some  notes  specify 
goods,  others  in  “current  funds”  whatever  that  means,  others  at  a speci- 
fied time  or  place,  etc. 

7.  Most  scrip  is  printed  on  one  side,  however,  it  is  not  unsual  to  find 
scrip  printed  on  both  sides.  Frequently,  scrip  issued  by  cities  will  be 
printed  on  both  sides,  as  well  as  some  merchants.  It  does  not  neces- 
sarily increase  its  value.  Many  Southern  notes  will  be  found  printed  on 
the  back  of  previously  issued  notes,  as  there  was  a definite  paper  short- 
age in  the  South.  (Printed  over  notes) 

8.  The  vast  majority  of  notes  are  printed  in  one  color.  The  color  often  is 
black,  but  can  be  green,  red,  etc.  Some  notes  are  in  two  or  more  colors. 
(Multi-colored)  I have  not  yet  found  a note  in  3 or  more  colors. 

9.  A personal  touch  is  found  on  many  notes,  regardless  of  denomination.  It 
is  not  unusual  to  find  notes  with  the  signature  of  the  issuer  actually 
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written  out,  as  well  as  the  date,  and  the  number  of  the  note.  Occa- 
sionally, one  finds  several  signatures  on  a note.  (Handwritten  parts) 

10.  Vignettes  are  the  parts  that  attract  the  eye,  and  make  it  more  difficult 
to  counterfeit.  Some  very  simple  and  plain  notes,  can  be  quite  rare  and 
valuable  without  any  vignette. 

11.  The  range  in  size  is  quite  broad.  Some  scrip  measures  about  an  inch 
long,  while  others,  even  though  they  are  fractional  in  character,  measure 
larger  than  present  day  dollar  bills. 

12.  Quality  or  kind  of  paper  ranges  from  low  grade  newsprint  to  fine 
rag  bond  used  in  government  type  issue.  Probably,  one  reason  for  the 
scarcity  of  Civil  War  scrip,  is  that  much  of  it  has  deteriorated  in  the 
100  plus  years  since  its  issue. 

13.  Most  notes  will  bear  a signature  either  placed  on  the  note  during  the 
printing  process  (printed  signature)  or  will  actually  have  a handsigned 
signature  made  with  pen  and  ink.  The  ink  often  will  eat  into  the  paper 
over  the  years,  causing  disintegration.  Very  few  notes  were  issued  that 
did  not  provide  a place  for  a signature. 

14.  Printers  were  to  be  found  in  many  different  areas  of  the  country.  Some 
scrip  was  manufactured  by  The  American  Banknote  Co.,  while  others 
were  small  independent  establishments.  The  range  in  quality  is  very 
broad  was  well.  Some  Southern  scrip  was  manufactured  in  the  North  and 
smuggled  to  the  Confederacy.  Sometimes  the  printer  is  not  indicated. 

15.  Where  listed  could  refer  to  one  of  the  publications  on  the  market, 
or  an  auction  catalogue.  Unlisted  suggests  that  the  note  is  not  known  at 
this  time.  Listed  notes  follow  a rarity  scale  somewhat  similar  to  Civil 
War  tokens.  (Used  by  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors)

R2  100-200 
R3  50-100 
R4  25-50 
R5  10-25 
R6  5-10 
R7  1-5 

16.  Condition  does  not  seem  to  be  as  important  to  collectors  of  paper  as  it 
is  with  coin  collectors.  Years  ago,  a well  known  paper  money  collector 
paid  me  $100  for  a ragged,  moth  eaten,  Southern  sutler  note  to  my 
surprise.  Price  is  something  I don’t  wish  to  get  involved  in.  Where  I 
used  to  pay  a few  dollars  for  a piece  of  scrip,  I now  find  myself  often 
paying  double  digit  or  more  figures  for  notes.  Every  collector  should 
keep  records  of  what  he  paid  for  his  material  and  especially  when  the 
material  was  purchased.  Inflation  is  such,  that  a few  years  in  time,  often 
doubles  prices. 

17.  Pertinent  comments  in  the  long  run  is  what  collecting  is  all  about.  When 
an  item  has  a fascinating  story  to  tell,  that  item  increases  in  value 
as  well  as  importance.  The  two,  often  seem  to  go  together.

Auction  #37 

This  auction  marks  the  return  to  the  “standard”  size  auction  that  will  be 
offered  in  future  Couriers.  Bidder  interest  in  the  313  lots  offered  was  evi- 
denced by  the  submission  of  955  bids  by  60  bidders.  Forty  nine  of  the  sixty, 
or  82%  of  the  bidders,  were  successful  in  one  or  more  lots. 

The  patriotics  made  a strong  showing  by  claiming  all  three  top  popularity 
spots.  Lot  258,  pat  128/290  in  brass,  had  18  bids,  and  was  closely  followed  by 
lot  274,  pat  189/399  with  14  bids,  and  by  lot  276,  pat  196/355  with  13  bids. 
The  grab  bag  lot,  #313,  was  also  popular  with  11  bidders  for  the  7 lots. 

1.  In  auction  #37,  the  grab  bag  lots  were  very  popular,  with  twice  as  many 
bidders  wanting  them  as  there  were  lots  offered.  To  the  losers  — sorry, 
but  the  lot  rules  stated  the  first  7 bidders  were  the  winners  of  the  lots. 
We’ll  do  it  again  in  a future  auction. 

2.  The  membership  increase  in  CWTS  since  the  first  of  the  year  has  been 
phenomenal!  During  this  period  thru  June,  the  Society  has  enrolled  109 
new  members  and  17  reinstated  members  to  bring  the  active  membership 
to  653  as  of  the  end  of  June.

More  on 

Die  Number  257 


“Die  Number  257  — Information  please,’’  appeared  in  the  Summer  1980 
issue  of  Copperhead  Courier.  The  small  number  of  member  responses  was  a 
disappointment,  although  all  of  them  were  sincerely  appreciated.  The  letter 
sent  in  by  Don  Prybyzerski  was  very  interesting,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that 
he  identified  at  least  a source  of  influence  for  the  design  of  Die  Number  257. 

Don  is  a researcher  of  CWT’s.  In  the  course  of  researching  another  CWT, 
he  noted  the  similarity  between  the  design  of  Die  Number  257,  Fig.  1,  and  a 
Wells  Letter  Express  10<£  stamp,  Fig.  2.  A series  of  three  Wells  Stamps, 
L202-204,  are  listed  in  Scott’s  Specialized  Stamp  Catalog:  “Pat  Para- 
graphs,’’ page  754-757,  also  deals  with  these  stamps.  The  American  Phila- 
telic Research  Library  very  cooperatively  supplied  this  material.  According 
to  Pat  Paragraphs,  Fig.  2 depicts  a counterfeit  L203,  but  it  more  clearly 
shows  design  details  than  a cancelled  authentic  stamp.  For  purposes  of  com- 
paring the  design  motifs  of  Figs.  1 & 2,  the  small  difference  between  the 
authentic  and  counterfeit  versions  are  not  important. 

The  similarity  between  Figs.  1 & 2,  does  not  end  with  the  man’s  pose  — 
left  hand  steadying  the  flag,  and  right  hand  with  sword  raised  high.  Addi- 
tionally, each  design  includes  a ship  in  the  background.  A Wells  Letter  Ex- 
press 5<t  stamp  L202,  Fig.  3,  shows  the  ship-background  motif  more  clearly 
— a common  characteristic  of  the  series.  In  1844,  the  issue  date  of  these 
stamps,  the  sailing  ship  was  a symbol  of  commerce,  a subject  of  national  im- 
portance, and  used  categorically  as  a patriotic  design.  Similarily,  Die  Num- 
ber 257  is  a patriotic  design  with  a ship-background  representing  the 
Monitor,  a design  having  patriotic  appeal  consistent  with  its  date  of  issue. 

While  not  strictly  conclusive,  the  available  evidence  strongly  points  to  the 
possibility  of  a common  designer  for  Die  Number  257  and  the  Wells  Letter 
Express  stamps,  or  more  probably  the  designer  of  Die  Number  257 
borrowed  the  Wells  stamp  design  theme  — which  was  not  an  uncommon 
practice  at  that  time  — and  “updated”  it  by  including  the  Monitor. 

Anc.ner  aspect  of  learning  more  about  Die  Number  257  involved  the  sym- 
bolic meaning,  or  name  for  this  patriotic  design.  Gordon  Bleuler,  a well- 
known  philatelist  and  friend,  and  specialist  in  Civil  War  Postal  History, 
pointed  out  that  Die  Number  257  had  much  in  common  with  many  Civil  War 
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covers.  He  allowed  me  to  photograph  certain  covers  which  seem  to  represent 
early,  middle,  and  mature  stages  of  development  of  the  stalwart  patriot  de- 
sign — ready  to  defend  or  fight  for  his  country.  Figs.  4,  5 & 6 appear  to  res- 
pectively represent  those  stages.  Oh  yes,  the  pose  or  gesture  is  known  as 
“standing  up  for  the  flag,’’  which  is  much  less  self-righteous  than  “saber 
rattler,”  as  previously  suggested.  rr~ssr  —

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Military  Necessity 


WHITE  RACISM  AND  BLACK  CIVIL  RIGHTS 


By  Sterling  A.  Rachootin 


My  previous  two  articles  dealing  with  ‘Military  Necessity’  (V.  8, 
no.  2 and  V.  9,  no.  4)  did  correctly  associate  these  two  words  with 
Blacks  and  Slavery,  but  they  lacked  in  perspective  and  depth  of  the 
social  implications  they  engendered. 


Military  Necessity  was  a burning  social  issue  which  revolved 
around  the  acceptance  of  Blacks  into  American  culture.  It  was  the 
blight  in  our  history  books  of  slavery,  racism  and  the  prevention  of 
Blacks  to  participate  in  the  mainstream  of  American  life.  Military  Neces- 
sity was  an  issue  that  everyone  discussed  during  the  Civil  War  especially. 
Everyone  had  an  opinion  on  the  subject  and  as  the  war  dragged  on, 
opinions  changed,  especially  those  who  were  about  to  be  conscripted 
or  who  had  no  strong  feelings  about  union.  On  the  other  hand,  Blacks 
could  see  a vehicle  to  ‘earn’  their  way  from  slavery  to  freedom  and  at- 
tain their  civil  rights,  on  their  way  toward  full  participation  in  American 
life  in  times  of  stress. 

It  is  essential  to  understand  the  role  (lack  of  role)  permitted 


Blacks  by  the  dominant  whites  and  the  fundamental  racism  chat  existed. 
When  tracing  our  American  heritage  back  to  its  English  roots  we  find 
that  in  the  earliest  times,  military  service  in  England  was  a responsibility 
and  a badge  of  citizenship.  When  an  outside  threat  developed,  citizens 
took  up  arms  and  came  to  the  rescue  of  their  sacred  land.  Slaves  on  the 
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other  hand  possessed  none  of  the  attributes  of  the  citizen.  Not  only 
were  they  deprived  of  their  judicial  rights,  denied  legalmarriage,  had  no 
property  rights,  etc.  but,  it  was  not  expected  that  a slave  serve  in  the 
military,  and  usually  was  not  permitted  except  in  times  of  extreme 
emergency  (Military  Necessity).  Fear  of  putting  power  in  the  hands  of 
slaves  was  a great  deterrent  to  having  slaves  in  the  military.  The  fear  of 
a slave  uprising  or  rebellion  was  ever  present  in  the  hearts  of  slave 
owners. 

As  the  slave  trade  increased  in  America,  and  the  number  of  slaves 
grew,  the  ratio  between  the  majority  and  minority  dwindled.  Ther&de- 
veloped  a weakened  perception  between  the  terms  ‘bondage’  and  ‘slav- 
ery’ to  many,  and  it  may  be  said,  even  in  the  North,  black  person  and 
slave  became  synonomous,  thus  developed  this  racism  based  on  color.  Bn 
the  end  of  the  17th  century,  slavery  was  the  presumed  status  of„Blacks 
in  British  North  America.  To  many  it  followed  logically  that  Blacks 
therefore  were  inferior. 

Being  a non-citizen,  being  considered  inferior,  being  feared  by 
whites  and  existing  on  the  fringes  of  American  life,  meant  that  Blacks 
as  a rule,  did  not  serve  in  the  military  before  the  Revolutionary  War. 
This  led  to  a philosophical  dilemma.  To  have  required  Blacks  to  serve 
in  the  military  would  have  indicated  that  thev  would  have  been  the" 
equals  to  whites.  On  the  other  hand,  to  exempt  them  from  military  ser-

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vice,  It  could  be  argued  that  they  were  in  the  same  high  social  category 
as  ministers,  and  high  government  officials.  As  early  as  1707  a compro- 
mise was  struck  which  required  free  Blacks  to  work  on  highways  and 
public  works  for  as  many  days  as  whites  were  required  to  serve  in  the 
military.  A fine  of  five  shillings  was  given  any  Black  not  performing 
his  task  daily.  In  another  colony,  all  free  Blacks  had  to  report  in  ‘case 
of  alarm’  (Military  Necessity)  who  were  16  and  over  for  assignments, 
to  perform  any  duty  requested  by  the  whites.  No  consistent  policy  pre- 
vailed, but  local  laws  and  statutes  prevented  full  participation  of  Blacks 
in  the  military.  In  1747  in  Charleston,  a local  statute  stated  that  a slave 
could  be  used  in  battle  if  his  master  trusted  him.  Also,  if  the  slave  killed 
one  of  the  enemy,  he  would  be  granted  his  freedom.  If  his  service  was 

ijust  meritorious,  he  was  to  be  outfitted  with  a livery  coat,  red  breeches, 
black  shoes  and  a black  hat,  to  be  worn  once  a year  to  commemorate 
Ifthe  event. 

On  the  eve  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  some  Blacks  did  volunteer 
and  join  to  fight  the  British  in  New  England,  but  interestingly,  after 
Washington  was  made  Commander-in-Chief,  no  more  recruitment  of 
Blacks  was  permitted  during  the  year  1776.  As  the  Revolutionary  War 
continued,  however,  and  the  maintenance  of  necessary  numbers  in  the 
military  became  impossible,  Blacks  were  permitted  to  serve  in  the 
North.  Rhode  Island,  for  example,  provided  that  all  slaves  enlisting 
would  be  freed  at  the  close  of  the  hostilities  and  their  masters  would  be 
icompensated  with  125  pounds  for  their  loss.  A Black  battalion  served 
Rhode  Island  five  years.  Equal  pay  was  granted  the  Blacks.  Though  the 
.situation  became  very  critical  in  the  South,  no  real  use  of  Blacks,  free  or 
Ulave  occurred.  No  matter  what  the  outcome  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
slavery  had  to  survive.  The  exception  to  this  was  Louisiana,  which,  hav- 
ing its  roots  in  French  and  Spanish  traditions,  did  raise  a free  Black 
unit  during  the  Civil  War. 


When  Fort  Sumter  was  fired  on,  April  12,  1861,  the  U.S.  Army 
had  a total  strength  of  16,402  soldiery,  none  Black.  The  1860  census 
count  placed  our  total  population  at  oyer  31,000,000  with  about  four 
million  slaves  and  a half  million  free  Blocks,  with  some  three  and  a half 
million  slaves  living  in  the  Confederate  South.  Three  days  after  Fort 
i Sumter  was  attacked,  Lincoln  sent  out  a call  for  75,000  militiamen  and 
92,000  responded,  such  was  Northern  patriotism  at  the  time.  Groups  of 
Blacks  volunteered,  but  they  were  not  permitted  to  enlist.  The  North 
I did  not  want  to  antagonize  the  South  nor  to  lose  the  shaky  support  of 
the  border  states.  As  the  war  dragged  on  some  700,000  whites  were  en- 
listed in  the  Union,  after  additional  calls  for  troops  were  made. 

By  June  of  1862,  the  glamour  of  war  was  wearing  thin  and  many 
states  were  finding  it  more  difficult  to  meet  enlistment  quotas. 
Some  states  went  so  far  as  to  permit  free  Blacks  to  enlist  for  limited 
duty  or  fatigue  duty.  By  1863,  after  a series  of  Union  defeats,  Lincoln 
was  being  forced  into  the  position  of  arming  Blacks  fully.  Not  only 
that  but  he  also  had  to  ignore  state’s  rights  and  ask  for  a national  con- 
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scription.  This  was  met  with  tremendous  opposition,  but  with  volun- 
tary enlistments  all  but  gone,  war  weariness  and  fatigue  high,  he  had 
no  alternative.  The  draft  riots  of  New  York  City  was  one  of  the  off- 
shoots of  this  action.  There  were  three  days  of  looting,  arson,  assault 
and  the  lynching  of  Blacks. 

By  the  end  of  1863  some  38,000  Blacks  were  serving  in  the 
Union  Army.  There  was  great  confusion  demonstrated  by  Union  Gen- 
erals at  this  time,  but  commanders  were  requested  to  enlist  the  services 
of  Blacks  into  the  army  within  the  areas  of  their  control.  In  January  of 
1864,  with  the  passage  of  the  pay  equilization  law,  Blacks  were  finally 
receiving  the  same  pay  and  same  equipment  as  whites.  Military  Necessity 
was  so  great  at  this  time  that  few  were  challenging  it.  One  common  com- 
plaint heard  at  this  time  was,  ‘Why  should  I fight  a Black  man's  War,  let 
him  fight.' 

By  War's  end  there  were  almost  200,000  Blacks  serving  in  the 
armed  forces  out  of  a total  of  800,000.  Blacks  suffered  some  38,000 
combatants  killed,  a mortality  rate  of  35%,  a rate  greater  than  the 
whites,  and  when  one  considers  that  they  entered  the  war  quite  late, 
the  statistics  are  overwhelming.  Black  regiments  fought  in  449  encount- 
ers and  39  of  them  were  designated  major  battles. 

Injecting  a personal  note,  when  I served  in  the  Navy  in  World  War 
II,  that  service  was  segregated.  The  only  Blacks  I had  seen  were  serving 
in  mess  halls,  or  officer's  mess.  I remember  one  Black  aboard  a troop- 
ship, on  its  way  to  Japan.  He  experienced  a very  lonely  passage,  no  one 
even  approached  him,  he  might  as  well  have  had  the  plague.  We’ve  come 
a long  way  and  we  had  a long  way  to  go  to  rid  ourselves  of  racism  that 
began  very  early  in  our  history  and  even  before.  In  great  times  of  stress, 
Military  Necessity  was  the  backdoor  for  Blacks  to  shake  off  the  yoke  of 
slavery  and  uproot  the  second  class  citizenship  status  free  Blacks  en- 
dured. The  problem  is  still  lingering  with  us  when  we  consider  the  prob- 
lems confronting  the  Blacks  today  in  education,  housing  patterns,  job 

opportunity  and  the  great  American  desire  for  everyone  to  get  his  slice 
of  the  apple  pie. 


Report  on  Auction  #39 

After  getting  off  to  a rocky  start  with  the  changing  closing  date,  due  to 
Courier  publication  problems,  this  auction  proved  to  be  a very  popular  one. 
A total  of  1373  bids  were  submitted  by  the  87  bidders  for  the  332  lots 
offered.  Of  more  than  passing  interest  is  the  statistic  that  nearly  V4  (678 
bids)  of  the  total  bids  were  for  the  104  patriotic  lots.  Indeed,  the 
patriotics  ran  away  with  the  show,  claiming  double  entries  for  win,  place, 
and  show.  Coming  in  at  21  bids  apiece  were  lot  0297  & 232,  followed  by 
Lot  0264  & 272  with  20  bids  apiece,  and  then  lot  0325  & 326  with  19  bids 
apiece. 
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An  Unusual  Grouping  of  Civil 
War  Tokens

Rarely  does  a specialist  have  the  opportunity  to  catalogue  a virgin 
collection  of  Civil  War  Tokens,  but  recently  when  the  Springfield 
Library  Association  decided  to  dispose  of  its  numismatic  assets,  this  is 
exactly  what  happened. 

The  extensive  exonumia  holdings,  to  be  sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy 
in  early  December,  1981  was  rich  in  all  phases  of  our  first  love,  but 
amazingly  enough  there  were  five  completely  unlisted  Civil  Wars, 
and  they  are  catalogued  here  for  the  first  time,  exactly  as  they  will 
appear  in  the  catalogue.  We  wish  all  our  fellow  collectors  good  luck! 


4421  Fuld  26/  Blank.  Only  in  rare  cases  do  blank  sided  Civil  Wars  turn  out 
to  be  genuine.  This  is  one  of  the  few  examples,  listed  as  R-10 
(Unique).  It  is  Ex  Fuld  and  Guttag  Collections.  Uncirculated  with 
much  red  — the  illustration  shows  the  unique  features  of  the  reverse. 
($600-up) 


4454  N Y630AC-fo2  struck  over  an  early  head  Victorian  six  pence!  This 
most  spectacular  overstrike  ranks  in  rarity  with  the  Garrett  civil  war 
cent  overstruck  on  a U.S.  quarter  dollar.  This  issue  of  J.H.  Warner  is  a 
relatively  rare  piece  even  in  copper  — the  only  other  specimen 
known  of  six  pence  overstrike  was  Ex.  Fuld  from  Guttag  Collection. 
To  all  intents  this  piece  is  a Brilliant  Proof,  with  the  undertype  nicely 
outlined  in  toning.  A magnificent  display  piece  and  the  highlight  of 
the  current  offering.  ($1500-up) 


4455  A completely  new  discovery  of  a Civil  War  Token.  Amazingly 
enough  this  ticket  of  A. A.  Budd  was  listed  by  Dr.  Wright  in  1899  as 
No. 132,  but  never  seen  apparently  by  the  past  two  generations  of 
Civil  War  collectors.  The  piece,  undoubtedly  of  Ohio  origin,  reads 
A. A.  Budd  / WATCHMAKER  with  the  handstamped  number  9 in 
the  center,  apparently  over  a 7.  It  is  stuck  over  a 23mm.  brass  Mc- 
Clellan 1864  token,  and  is  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Although  we 
hesitate  to  call  it  unique,  where  are  the  other  specimens?  We  hesitate 
even  to  give  a price  estimate.  ($400-up) 


4463  An  excessively  rare  Civil  War  attributed  to  Cleveland,  A & H,  with 
extremely  rare  uninscribed  clock  reverse.  Surprisingly  we  never 
noted  that  this  piece  was  listed  by  Dr.  Wright  in  1899,  and  assigned 
No.  39.  This  is  only  the  second  specimen  of  this  type  seen  by  the 
cataloguer,  and  is  similar  to  one  attributed  to  Wilkes  Barre  which 
sold  in  the  low  four  figure  range  at  auction  last  year.  Extremely  im- 
portant and  valuable  — we  are  giving  a very  conservative  estimate 
range.  ($800  plus) 


4465  Ohio  905C-lb,  the  rare  Wappakoneta  Sanitary  piece.  This  very 
rare  token  issued  for  the  Sanitary  Fair  in  1864  (effectively  a combina- 
tion U.S.O.  and  Red  Cross  fund  raiser,  in  today's  terms  for  wounded 
soldiers)  is  every  bit  as  rare  as  its  counterpart  from  Philadelphia  is 
common.  The  Great  Central  Fair  which  was  struck  by  the  Mint.  The 
other  fairs  were  in  Nantucket  and  New  York,  both  scarce  but  much 
more  common  than  the  Ohio  Fair.  Struck  in  brass,  fully  Uncirculated 
which  is  rare  condition.  ($350-up)

A completely  unique  and  reported  Gvil  War  die  trial,  discovered 
in  the  Springfield  Collection.  There  were  a number  of  relatively  rare 
Rhode  Island  (but  surprisingly  few  Boston)  Civil  War  tokens  in  the 
Springfield  Collection,  probably  because  of  the  proximity  to  Rhode 
Island.  This  lead  strike,  on  a large  28  mm.  lead  flan,  shows  the 
obverse  of  RI700D-4,  The  City  Fruit  Store,  but  the  reverse  is  blank 
but  does  show  a denticled  border,  similar  to  the  Rhode  Island  mules. 
The  specimen  is  of  course  Uncirculated  but  it  has  the  typical  lead 
patina  so  often  encountered  on  trials.  Of  utmost  importance,  few 
Civil  War  trials  are  known,  all  of  which  are  unique.  An  estimate  is 
just  a guess.  ($300  plus) 


Unlisted  Tennessee  Civil  War  token  of  N.  L.  Tarbox  of  Nashville. 

This  exceptionally  rare  Tennessee  token  surfaced  in  the  old-time  col- 
lection, and  apparently  was  listed  by  Dr.  Wright  in  the  1900 
Numismatist  as  No.  1090,  but  never  observed  by  contemporary  collec- 
tors. To  help  confuse  the  issue,  a Tarbox  token  is  listed  under  Mem- 
phis by  Adams,  as  No.  4 but  the  initials  are  wrong  and  very  likely  it 
should  have  been  Nashville,  not  Memphis.

TENN.  Another  specimen  has  been  reported  in  the  ANS  Collection 
by  Jon  Harris.  The  piece  is  to  repeat  brass,  almost  fully  Brilliant  Un- 
circulated, and  must  be  considered  an  extreme  rarity.  ($500-up)

Hussey’s  Special 
Message  Post

In  the  1840s  small,  privately  run  post  offices  came  into  existence. 
They  supplemented,  and  in  most  cases  were  in  direct  competition  with, 
official  postal  services.  Local  post  offices  also  provided  services  such  as 
mailing  of  local  letters,  circulars,  bank  and  insurance  notices,  bills  and 
other  commercial  matter. 


George  Hussey  commenced  business  as  the  proprietor  of  his  post 
in  1854,  at  82  Broadway,  lower  Manhattan.  During  the  summer  of  1857 
Hussey  moved  his  office  to  50  Williams  Street  (located  between  Wall  and 
Pine  Streets).  The  storecards  issued  by  Hussey  bear  this  address.  He  re- 


mained at  tn is  aaaress  until  1873,  when  the  building  in  which  he  was  lo- 
cated was  demolished.  Shortly  thereafter  Hussey  sold  out  to  Robert 
Easson,  who  continued  the  business  under  the  name  ‘Hussey's  Special 
Message  Post’  until  its  closure  in  1889. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  there  were  about  33  pri- 
vate posts  located  in  and  around  Manhattan,  only  two  posts  survived  in- 
to the  Civil  War  period.  This  was  because  of  an  act  of  1861  which  forced 
private  posts  out  of  business.  Only  Hussey  and  Boyd's  were  permitted 
to  continue  operating.  This  was  evidently  due  to  the  nature  of  thei 
business,  which  I believe  had  to  do  with  services  that  they  provided  for 
banks.  Other  posts  appeared  illegally  and  sporadically  after  1861,  ana 
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were  quickly  suppressed.  Hussey’s  is  the  only  token  issued  by  a private 
post  during  the  Civil  War,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

Private  posts  also  issued  their  own  stamps,  and  these  stamps  can 
be  found  in  Scott’s  ‘United  States  Stamp  Catalog  - Specialized’  under 
the  Local  Post  section.  I thought  it  would  be  interesting  to  try  and  lo- 
cate a Hussey's  stamp  of  the  common  type,  to  have  a ‘go-together’  for 
my  New  York  collection.  There  are  many  stamp  dealers  at  coin  shows, 
so  I thought  it  would  be  a simple  matter  to  find  one.  I soon  learned  that, 
as  with  the  numismatic  field,  there  are  many  counterfeits  plaguing  the 
philatelic  world.  Further  research  revealed  that  George  Hussey  himself 
was  a stamp  collector;  ne  not  only  collected  private  posts,  but  also 
bought  up  many  of  the  plates  of  defunct  posts  and  went  into  the  stamp 
reproduction  business.  In  the  1860s  there  was  considerable  interest 
among  collectors  in  issues  of  local  posts,  so  Hussey  turned  out  many  for- 
geries, or  reprints.  Many  of  these  were  manufactured  for  J.W.  Scott, who 
then  sold  them  to  collectors.  Today’s  collectors  of  such  items  should 
have  them  certified  genuine  by  the  Philatelic  organization. 

Hussey’s  Civil  War  token,  630  AK-2,  bears  an  exact  resemblance 
to  a stamp  issued  by  the  Broadway  Post  Office,  circa  1855  (see  illustra-

tion).  There  are  a couple  of  other  stamps  in  Scott's  catalog  which  also 
bear  designs  similar  to  Civil  War  tokens.  Many  token  designs  could  have 
been  borrowed  from  other  printed  items  of  the  period,  and  the  collector 
fortunate  enough  to  locate  one  of  them  will  have  an  interesting  ‘related' 
item  to  add  to  his  collection.

REPORT  ON  CWTS  AUCTION  NUMBER  41 

This  auction  was  another  of  those  that  inadvertantly  appeared  with- 
out a closing  date.  The  original  date  in  late  June  finally  became  5

lots  offered,  and  submitted  1643  bids  for  them.  Gross  sales  were  just 
over  $3000,  and  the  estimated  return  to  the  society  treasury  is  $275.

The  Charnleys  of  Providence 

Part  2 


Providence  by  the  mid  nineteenth  century  had  become 
an  established  center  for  silverware,  jewelry,  and  other  metal  stamp- 
ings and  findings.  Jabez  Gorham  by  1834  had  started  in  business  by 
selling  silver  teaspoons  on  excursions  he  would  make  to  Boston.  The 
greater  Providence  area  was  already  beginning  to  establish  itself  as  a 
center  of  the  nation’s  jewelry  and  precious  metals  industry.  Given 
the  rather  widespread  existence  of  such  skilled  artisans,  the  question 
of  who  would  have  struck  the  merchant  and  patriotic  tokens  issued 
in  the  area  during  the  Civil  War  becomes  frought  with  many  possibi- 
lities. Indeed,  this  question  has  been  addressed  in  articles  dating  back 
for  at  least  seventy  years. 

An  article  published  in  the  ‘Numismatist’  by  Mr.  How- 
land Wood  in  August,  1909,  offers  interesting  speculation.  Mr.  Wood 
suggests  that  Attleboro,  Mass,  jewelry  manufacturers  H.M.  and  E.l. 
Richards,  working  within  some  eight  miles  of  Providence,  were  the 
mysterious  die  cutters.  Mr.  Wood  states  that  the  Richards’ made  a 
large  number  of  Hard  Times  tokens,  including  an  East  Boston  Hard 
Times  token  dated  in  1837,  the  obverse  of  which  was  muled  with  sev- 
eral Providence  issues  some  26  years  later,  during  the  Civil  War.  He 
feels  that  the  Richards'  were  indeed  responsible  not  only  for  Low 
No.  166,  but  also  for  the  Civil  War  patriotic  mulings  and  the  R.l.  mer- 
chants’ tokens.  The  same  question  was  addressed  by  David  Gladfelter, 
who  refers  to  The  Rhode  Island  Die  Sinker’  in  an  article  entitled  ‘Pro- 
bable Die  Sinkers  of  New  England  Civil  War  Tokens,’  in  the  Winter, 
1969,  issue  of  the  Journal  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society.  However, 
Mr.  Gladfelter  offers  no  additional  insight  in  to  the  identity  of  this 
mysterious  individual. 

The  purpose  of  this  sequel  article  to  my  earlier  one  is  to 
raise  an  important  additional  possibility  as  to  the  identity  of  this  en- 
graver of  Rhode  Island  Civil  War  tokens.  In  my  research  into  the  life 
of  William  H.  Charnley,  the  issuer  of  R.l.  CWT  700C,  I discovered  and 
began  to  investigate  the  life  of  another  Providence  resident,  Mr.  James 
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A.  Charnley,  who  is  first  listed  in  the  Providence  City  Directory  in 

1862,  with  the  occupation  of  ‘diecutter.’ While  I have  as  yet  been  un- 
able to  definitely  establish  his  identity  as  the  elusive  Rl  die  sinker, 
several  bits  of  ‘circumstantial  evidence’  would  strongly  suggest  that 
he  is  indeed  the  creator  of  the  patriotic  and  Rl  store  card  tokens. 
William  H.,  who  has  the  same  surname,  issued  a larger  variety  of  tok- 
ens thanany  other  Rl  merchant.  Additionally,  store  card  reverse  1374, 
with  the  initial  ‘C,’  is  found  not  only  on  the  Charnley  token  reverse 
but  also  on  Rl  700A,  B and  G.  This  would  appear  to  stand  not  for 
William,  but  for  James.  Furthermore,  James  Charnley  is  the  only  die- 
cutter listed  whose  last  name  begins  with  the  letter  ‘C,’  and  is  one  ot 
only  two  diecutters  listed  in  the  Providence  City  Directory  in  the  year 

1863.  Providence,  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  New  England  and  located 
between  Willimantic,  Conn.,  and  Fall  River,  Mass.,  where  similar  store 
cards  were  issued,  looms  as  a likely  home  for  the  cutter  of  these  tok- 
ens. What  follows  , then,  is  a glimpse  into  the  life  of  the  man  who 
might  well  have  created  all  of  these  pieces. 

James  Charnley  was  born  in  Tiverton,  R.I.,  on  October  2, 
1832,  the  son  of  Alexander  Charnley,  a jeweler,  and  his  wife,  Sarah. 
He  moved  to  Cranston,  R.I.,  adjacent  to  Providence,  while  still  a child, 
and  was  living  in  Providence  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War.  Mr. 
Charnley  served  his  apprenticeship  as  an  engraver  ‘of  rolls  for  calico 
printing’ in  the  early  I850’s,  while  still  in  his  twenties.  He  was  em- 
ployed as  an  engraver  for  various  printworks  in  Providence,  and  for 
the  firms  of  Samuel  Lord  and  the  Durnell  Printworks,  both  of  Paw- 
tucket, R.l.  Pawtucket,  interestingly  enough,  is  adjacent  to  the  town 
of  Attleboro,  Mass.,  where  the  Richards  family  had  issued  Hard  Times 
tokens  some  twenty  years  earlier.  What,  if  any,  access  young  Charn- 
ley had  to  these  dies  or  to  the  Richards  family,  remains  unsolved.  He 
did  continue  to  work  for  other  firms,  and  to  be  listed  in  the  City 
Directory  as  ‘diesinker’  through  1865.  By  the  end  of  the  Civil  War, 
he  was  living  with  his  growing  family,  including  his  wife,  Clara,  and 
his  son,  Charles,  who  was  born  in  1854. 

In  1866,  listing  his  occupation  as  ‘die  and  roller  cutter,’  he 
opened  his  first  business  in  downtown  Providence,  at  92  Eddy  Street. 
This  business  was  apparently  open  for  less  than  a year,  for  he  is  listed 
as  doing  business  the  following  year  at  his  home  address.  He  is  not 
mentioned  at  all  in  the  1868  directory,  and  interestingly,  during  the 
years  from  1869  to  1871,  he  is  listed  only  as  being  ‘at  reform  school.' 
What  in  1869  constituted  ‘reform  school,’  why  a 37  year  old  man 
should  have  been  sent  there,  and  the  reasons  for  Charnley’s  stay  there 
all  remain  unanswered.  In  any  event,  he  was  once  again  listed  in  1872 
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as  ‘diesinker,’  and  went  into  business  as  an  engraver  of  embossing  rolls 
for  jewelry  at  the  corner  of  Peck  and  Dyer  Streets  in  downtown  Pro- 
vidence. Two  years  later,  in  1874,  he  placed  his  first  advertisement  in 
the  Providence  City  Directory,  a copy  of  which  can  be  seen  in  this 
article.

Fortune  began  to  favor  James  Charnley.  He  expanded  his 
business  to  include  jewelry  findings,  and  by  1883  he  had  a telephone 
installed  to  better  serve  his  customers.  He  was  joined  in  business  by 
his  son  Charles  and  later  by  Joseph  Alexander,  who  was  born  in  1880 
and  who  bears  the  forename  of  R.l.  Civil  War  token  merchant  Joseph 
G.  Charnley,  as  well  as  the  middle  name  of  James’  Charnley's  father. 
While  in  his  66th  year,  James  Charnley  contracted  pneumonia  ‘re- 
sulting from  an  ‘attack  of  the  grip’ and  died  ‘after  a very  brief  illness’ 
on  January  6,  1899.  He  was  survived  by  his  widow,  Clara,  his  son, 
Charles,  and  his  daughters  Clara  and  Jessie.  He  is  remembered  in  his 
obituary  as  having  belonged  to  the  International  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows and  the  Knights  of  Pythias:  ‘Mr.  Charnley  was  a well  known  and 
universally  liked  member  of  the  Order.  He  held  an  equally  prominent 
place  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  was  a member  of  What  Cheer  As- 
sembly No.  20,  Order  of  Good  Fellows.  He  lived  an  active,  useful  life. 
His  prominence  in  the  societies  named  was  largely  due  to  his  affability 
and  kindly  manner,  and  many  knew  him  as  a genial  fellow.’ 

Following  his  death,  his  son  Charles  became  responsible 
for  the  Charnley  Company,  and  it  remained  in  the  family  until  1914, 
when  it  ceased  to  be  mentioned  in  the  City  Directory.  Charles  died  on 
February  4,  1917  ‘in  his  63rd  year,’  and  while  his  picture  was  printed 
in  the  Providence  Journal  at  the  time  of  his  death,  no  wife  or  children 
are  named  as  survivors  . James  Charnley's  two  daughters,  Clara  and 
Jessie,  apparently  never  married  as  well,  and  lived  in  the  family  house 
on  Willow  Street  until  their  deaths  in  1924  and  1938,  respectively.

Postscript 

As  part  of  my  research  into  the  Charnleysof  Providence, 

I wrote  in  January  of  1980  to  the  nine  Charnleys  listed  in  the  current 
Providence  telephone  directory,  in  an  attempt  to  locate  descendants 
of  either  James  A.  or  William  A.  Charnley.  I heard  directly  or  indirectly 
from  five  Charnleys,  none  of  whom  were  related.  With  the  deaths  of 
the  Charnleys  mentioned,  the  trail  of  clues  to  the  questions  raised  dies 
as  well,  at  least  for  the  moment.  If  any  readers  have  or  know  of  further 
information,  correspondence  with  the  author  is  certainly  welcome  and 
encouraged.

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A Close  Look  At 
Mr.  Heilbroner’s  Card

The  recent  National  Collectibles  Exposition  in  Chicago  suburb  Rose- 
mont,  Illinois  provided  me  with  the  opportunity  to  peruse  at  length  an 
uncirculated  example  of  the  elusive  R.  Heilbroner  card  in  nickel  (II. 
150AD-lc),  an  R9  piece  with  the  1368  reverse.  After  viewing  the  piece 
under  variegated  lighting  it  seemed  difficult  to  ascribe  this  as  nickel.  In- 
deed, the  brightness  and  overall  appearance  favor  comparison  to  an  MS65 
so-called  wartime  five  cent  piece,  not  the  traditional  Jefferson  nickel. 
Perhaps  we  should  address  ourselves  to  the  question  of  the  true  composi- 
tion of  the  Illinois  non-contemporary  cards  heretofore  blanketly 
designated  as  nickel. 

After  viewing  this  card,  the  third  such  I’ve  had  a chance  to  examine  but 
the  first  in  this  grade,  I heartily  agree  with  David  Gladfelter’s  “Civil  War 
Die  Sinkers  and  their  Cards:  an  Update.”  I remain  fascinated  as  he  with 
Illinois  Civil  War  Store-cards  which  are  instead  pre-Civil  War  Business 
Advertising  Cards.  The  few  doubts  I had  that  “nickel”  composition  cards 
are  Civil  War  era  restrikes  of  the  copper  non-contemporary  tokens  have 
been  expunged  after  viewing  this  example.  Utilizing  a fine  achromatically 
corrected  high  power  glass  I immediately  noted  a large  die  break  on  the 
left  reverse  wreath  directly  opposite  the  “B”  in  “BUSINESS”.  A crescent 
shaped  die  chip  under  the  same  “B”  was  also  evident.  Minor  die  breaks 
about  the  obverse  and  reverse  abound.  Most  intriguing  was  a paucity  of 
denticles  on  either  side  as  well.  Might  this  not  be  explained  by  the  in- 
herent hardness  of  nickel  not  fully  striking  up  under  the  same  pressure  as 
it’s  copper  counterpart?  Highly  unlikely  - for  each  rim  bore  numerous  in- 
judicious die  adjustment  marks  or  scrapes  - or  an  inane  amount  of  die 
ejection  scrapes  rarely  encountered!  All  evidence  pointed  to  this  piece  as 
being  a later  restrike.  A sallowness  of  the  obverse  device  and  what  may 
have  been  evidence  of  sporadic  light  die  rust  in  places  characterized  the 
example  studied.  Of  the  many  copper  examples  of  the  Heilbroner  card 
I’ve  examined  (IL.  150AD-la)  most  bear  well  defined  denticles  and  a few 
feature  high  rims.  No  copper  pieces,  to  my  knowledge,  exhibit  the 
aforementioned  die  break,  although  the  copper  cards  are  plagued  with  re- 
engraved lettering  and  numbers.  In  conclusion  Mr.  Gladfelter  and  I agree 
that  the  “nickel”  Illinois  cards  now  called  non-contemporary  are  quite 
likely  Civil  War  era  restrikes  of  the  early  copper  business  strikes  utilizing 
reworked  dies  and  should  be  so  assigned  in  future  cataloging  efforts.

Cardboard  Currency

One  of  the  first  Civil  War  emergency  currency  was  made  of  cardboard. 
Cardboard  currencies  had  a very  short  life  in  circulation  for  obvious 
reasons,  and  disappeared  from  circulation  after  tokens  became  popular. 
All  cardboard  currencies  are  very  rare  with  only  one  of  a kind  being 
known  of  many  issues.  The  one  exception  being  “Mathews  Bro.,  Druggist 
of  New  York.” 

Especially  interesting  to  Civil  War  Token  collectors  are  the  three  tokens 
pictured  below.  The  currency  is  of  blue  cardboard  about  1-3/8”  sq.,  and 
are  signed  in  red  ink  on  the  reverse.  The  three  pictured  here,  as  well  as  a 3 
cent  variety  are  illustrated  in  Geo.  Fuld’s  1955  Numismatist  writing.

A TOKEN  TALE 

THE  BIG  ONE  THAT  GOT  AWAY  Steve  Fry 

In  about  1969,  I laid  out  75  cents  for  a strange  looking 
old  token  at  the  San  Jose  Flea  Market.  The  obverse  bore  the  words 
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‘RANKIN  & GIBBS  / GOOD  FOR  / 50  CENTS  / IN  GOODS  / SAC 
& FOX  TRADERS.’  The  reverse  was  a military  assemblage  including 
an  eagle  and  flags.  It  was  copper,  about  the  size  of  a quarter,  and  had 
a reeded  edge. 


I sent  a drawing  of  the  piece  to  Melvin  Fuld,  and  he  re- 
plied that  it  was  probably  an  Indian  or  Army  post  trader  token  of 
circa  1870  vintage.  He  went  on  that  he  had  not  seen  the  50  cent  type, 
but  had  seen  the  25  cent  and  $1  varieties,  and  that  Curto  listed  all 
three.  He  estimated  the  rarity  as  R9. 

In  the  Spring  of  1973,  my  wife  and  I attended  the  token 
and  medal  show  and  sale  in  San  Jose.  Among  other  purchases,  I 
swapped  my  non-CWT  to  Paul  Koppenhaver  for  NY630BE-3e,  a nice 
BU  whitemetal  CWT.  Paul’s  asking  price  was  $35,  so  I figured  I’d 
done  OK  with  my  original  six-bits.  At  the  same  TAMS  show,  I 
bought  the  newly  minted  large  Store  Card  book,  and  we  saw  Jack 
Detwiler’s  slide  show.  (As  a result  of  which  I soon  joined  the  Soci- 
ety.) 


Imagine  my  consternation  when  I later  found  my  flea 
market  token  listed  as  SNL-6a  and  probably  a CWT!  It  was  my  own 
fault  for  not  sending  the  token  to  Mr.  Fuld  in  the  first  place  - he 
would  have  recognized  the  reverse  die.  The  moral  is  that  rare  CWT’s 
can  pop  up  anywhere,  even  on  the  West  Coast.  I wonder  where  it  is 
now?  Does  more  than  one  exist?

RICHARD  E.  BROWN 
March  31,  1929  - November  12,  1981 

We  were  saddened  to  learn  that  Richard  E.  Brown  died  suddenly  of  a 
heart  attack  on  November  12,  1981.  “Brownie”  served  the  Society  as 
President  from  1975  - 1976  and  Vice-President  from  1973  - 1974. 
Brownie’s  contributions  to  the  Society  were  numerous  and  reflected  his 
love  for  Civil  War  Tokens  and  the  Society  he  served.  During  his  term  the 
CWT  Society  Literary  and  Service  Awards  were  initiated  and  he  led  the 
drive  to  authorize  Junior  memberships.  Brownie  also  appointed  Rich 
Hartzog  to  become  the  Societies  first  Historian.  He  loved  to  research 
CWTs  and  had  a great  collection  of  Ohio  tokens.  Brownie  encouraged  the 
exhibiting  of  CWTs  and  won  second  place  at  the  1976  ANA  Convention  in 
New  York. 

I’ll  never  forget  the  great  time  we  had  at  the  Skyway  Motel  at  the  1974 
ANA  Convention  in  Los  Angeles.  Brownie  warmly  welcomed  each 
member  and  made  even  strangers  feel  at  home  amidst  the  wheeling  and 
dealing  that  drove  the  occasion.  I’m  sure  he  did  the  same  in  New  York 
during  the  1976  ANA  Convention. 

Brownie  is  survived  by  his  wife  Joan,  his  son,  Bruce  and  hundreds  of 
friends  from  the  CWTS.  Brownie  served  us  well  and  devoted  many  years 
of  service  to  help  make  the  CWT  Society  the  great  organization  it  is  to- 
day. We  are  indebted  to  his  dedicated  service  and  thank  God  for  the  rich 
life  of  Richard  E.  Brown.

A Curious  Coin. 

Mr.  Frank  Browder  was  in  the  city  yesterday  and  showed  an  Advertiser 
reporter  a very  curious  coin.  It  is  a copper  one  cent  piece  and  was  issued  in 
1860.  Mr.  Browder  calls  it  a Confederate  coin,  and  says  it  has  been  in  the 
possession  of  the  Browder  family  since  before  the  war. 

On  one  side  of  the  coin  these  words  are  graven:  “Wealth  of  the  South. 
Rice,  tobacco,  sugar  and  cotton.”  The  words  are  illustrated  with  a cluster 
of  rice,  tobacco,  sugar-cane  and  cotton.  On  the  other  side  is  written:  “No 
submission  to  the  North.”  The  strange  coin  is  supposed  to  have  been  issued 
by  the  State  of  South  Carolina  in  “the  olden  time  long  ago.”

Phony  1 1 /298?

An  apparent  cast  fake,  from  dies  11/298  has  surfaced  in  a group  of 
patriotics  recently  obtained  by  the  writer.  It  has  rather  characteristic  file 
marks  around  the  edge  plus  a grainy  finish  with  pits. 

Best  guess  is  that  the  metal  is  mostly  lead  - a sinker  that  has  been  melted 
and  cast.  To  the  naked  eye,  at  first  glance,  the  piece  gives  some  semblance 
of  being  white  metal  with  small  areas  of  original  luster. 

Under  magnification  however,  there  is  a noticeable  defect  (hole)  at 
11:00  on  the  reverse  with  a lot  of  pitting  in  that  area.  Bumps  appear 
alongside  the  nose  and  above  the  ‘R’  of  Army.  The  fake  would  have  to 
grade  out  at  AU.  Remaining  unanswered  is  the  question  “Why  would 
anyone  want  to  fake  a common  patriotic”?

by  Dennis  Wierzba:  The  Jonesville  Woolen  Factory. 

This  institution  is  one  of  the  largest  manufacturing  establishments  of  the 
kind  in  the  west,  and  under  the  able  and  efficient  management  of  H.R. 
Gardner,  one  of  its  proprietors,  it  has  gained  an  extensive  and  meritorious 
reputation,  and  is  doing  an  extensive  business. 

About  five  years  ago  Gardner  started  the  factory,  after  it  had  been  idle 
several  years,  under  circumstances  peculiarly  unfavorable,  which  consisted 
mostly  in  a prejudice  against  the  factory,  and  a belief  on  the  part  of 
farmers  and  merchants  that  it  could  not  manufacture  cloths  that  would 
either  sell  or  be  of  any  wearing  service. 

Through  the  perseverance  and  constant  application  of  the  proprietors, 
to  the  manufacture  of  good  cloth,  and  the  wants  of  their  customers,  this 
feeling  is  happily  reversed,  and  for  two  years  the  custom  and  trade  has 
increased  to  such  an  extent  that  the  proprietors  found  the  facilities  of  the 
factory  were  entirely  inadequate  to  supply  the  demands  made  upon  it.  In 
consequence  of  which  they  resolved  to  put  a new  set  of  machinery  in  the 
factory,  making  the  capacity  double  that  which  it  had  hitherto  been,  which 
resolution  they  carried  into  effect  by  giving  contracts  for  the  machinery  in 
the  early  part  of  last  fall  which  were  fully  in  operation  in  December  last 
at  an  expense  of  $5000!  They  are  now  using  1,800  pounds  of  wool  per  week, 
and  manufacturing  on  an  average  of  from  200  to  250  yards  of  cloth  daily, 
more  than  double  ever  made  before. 

The  custom  department  of  the  factory  embraces  the  counties  of  Hills- 
dale, Calhoun,  Jackson,  Ingham,  Eaton,  Lenawee  and  Branch,  Mich.,  and 
Williams  County,  Ohio,  and  Stuben  County,  Ind.  During  the  past  year, 
including  custom  carding,  they  numbered  about  3,000  customers. 

The  factory  now  employs  28  workmen,  and  has  all  the  room  from  base- 
ment to  garret  closely  packed  with  machinery,  including  four  new  12  x 24- 
feet  Harness  looms,  making  some  patterns  that  will  compare  favorably  with 
the  best  eastern  cloths  for  beauty  or  general  appearance,  three  Jacks  of  240 
spindles  each,  six  carding  machines  for  manufacturing,  and  three  double 
machines  for  custom  carding,  and  have  built  during  the  fall  a drying  house 
126  x 11-feet  wide  and  two  stories  high. 

The  proprietors  expect  to  manufacture  fully  75,000  pounds  of  wool  the 
coming  season,  and  they  have  arrangements  for  carding  20,000  pounds  for 
customers. 

Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  the  Jonesville  Woolen  Factory  may 
be  set  down  (last  line  or  two  lost  by  close  clipped  newspaper)
